It  can  be  hard  for  students  to  trust  and 
depend  on  each  other  for  assurance  when 
they  have  a  problem.  That  is  why  Manual  has 
four  cooperative  learning  classes  which  help 
students  become  involved  with  other 
students. 

VICA  is  a  two  and  one  half  hour  class 
that  meets  at  two  different  times  per  day.  The 
first  class  is  offered  in  the  morning  and  the 
other  is  offered  during  the  afternoon.  Each 
class  is  worth  three  credits  per  semester, 
which  really  helps  the  students  involved.  VICA 
is  a  course  which  gives  the  students  a  chance 
to  gain  hands  on  experience  while  working  on 
cars  and  trucks.  VICA  also  gives  the  students 
a  chance  to  be  part  of  a  team,  and  to  be 
involved  in  regional  and  international 


competition. 

DECA  and  COE  are  classes  that 
are  taken  if  the  student  needs  to  work  for 
half  day,  as  well  as  go  to  school.  The 
students  get  paid  on-the-job  training  for 
which  they  receive  two  credits  per 
semester.  They  must  be  employed  for 
an  average  of  fifteen  hours  a  week.  To 
become  involved  in  this  program  the 
student  must  have  completed  credits  in 
typing  and  introduction  to  marketing.
